% providing their children with the means of obtaining a pious, guarded 

education, inſomuch that many have been ſent hither at very great 
diſtances, in the midſt of a ſevere winter; and nothing could more 
fully demonſtrate the neceſſity of it, than the good effects that have 
already been conſpicuous on the minds and manners of divers, who, 
at their firſt admiſſion, ſeemed utterly unacquainted with good order, 
and of very unpromiſing diſpoſitions. Theſe encouraging circum- 
ſtances, and the great ſatisfaction attending the minds of many frienfds 
who have been led to viſit this place, and the openneſs they have 
found in the flowings of goſpel-love, to impart counſel and admonttion 
to'the whole family, are confirmations to us, that the eſtabliſhment, 
if conducted under a due regard to Divine Direction, may be rendered 
a bleſſing to the riſing youth of the preſent and ſucceeding generations.

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„The want of ſuch an eſtabliſhment ſeems clearly evident, from the 
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ſhould remain in poſſeſſion of the Society, at the rate of 4 pounds per 
cent. per annum, during the term of fix years, viz. from the 24th of the 
6th month laſt paſt, to the 25th of the 6th month, 1785; when the 
money is to be paid, and the final conveyance made to the Society; 
a contract for effecting this conveyance being agreed to, and legally 
ratified by the truſtees for the Foundling Hoſpital. The ſum of £280 
will be due to the Governors of the ſaid Hoſpital, the 24th of 
the 6ch month next enſuing, for one year's intereſt on {7000, at 4 per 
cent. conformable to the agreement made with them. 

It has likewiſe been agreed, to convert a part of the eaſt wing of 
the houſe into a Meeting Room, which will be large and commodious, 
to be executed according to contract, for the ſum of £293 17 8. 
before the time of holding the next general meeting.

5th day in the 7th month, at the tenth hour in the forenoon.
